Miss Osborne, 
conducting 
the

of 
the 
program 
entitled, 
“Food, Home Canning, and War,” 
demonstrated three types of can­ 
ning: the oevn, hot-water bath, and 
pressure-cooker methods. 
An au­ 
thority on canning and foods, she 
efficiently prepared several typical 
Victory Garden products —beans, 
tomatoes, summer squash, beets, 
and pears. 
Included in her talk 
were many ne w and helpful aids 
to 
making home 
canned 
oods 
more appetizing and several ways 
to avoid spoilage. 
“Most spoilage of home canned 
foods can be traced to the follow­ 
ing causes,” Miss Osborne said, and 
included, "poor quality of food and 
delay in canning it, improperly 
sterilized containers: careless stor­ 
age; imperfect seals; defective con­ 
tainers, or too short a processing 
time. 
Four of the seven basic 
foods necessary for health can be 
successfully canned at homf.” 
She pointed out the fact that the 
35.000,000 
homemakers 
in 
this 
country can be a great force in 
the war effort, without leaving 
their homes. 
For every jar of home-canned 
food releases that much commer­ 
cially canned food to our boys in 
the service, and to our Allies. 
The second half of the program 
was conducted by Miss Smith, an 
expert on the care and use of elec­ 
trical appliances in the home. En­ 
titled 
“Appliance 
Maintenance. 
Use, Care and Repair,” the demon­ 
stration included a number of sure­ 
fire aids in maintaining appliances 
for the duration of the emergency 
period. 
“Waste in war is a crime.” Miss ; 
Smith said. 
“You can save time, j 
money, and energy, by not only; 
using your appliances carefully, 
but by doing minor repair jobs 
yourself. 
She outlined the four simple 
steps of replacing a blown-out fuse 
as follows: 
I 
stand on something dry. 2 
pull down the lever at the side of 
the switch-box to shut off all c u r-1 
rent. 
3—remove the fuse which 
is smudged—this indicates that it 
is 
blown-out. 
4 
replace 
the 
smudged fuse with a new one of 
the same size

Smith gave as aids to prolonging 
lives of electrical appliances were:

Any of the hundreds of patients who have experi­ 
enced the comforting administrations ot the \olunteer 
nurse s aides at the Warren General Hospital since they 
have been assisting in this humanitarian work, will ap­ 
preciate the following glowing tribute paid them in an 
article written by FwUth Millett for NEA Service and 
the Times-Mirror, under the heading “Volunteer Nurse’s 
Aides Find Service Benehts them, Too; 
She gets up a half hour before her husband does, 
cooks his breakfast, gets into her nurse’s aide uniform 
and leaves the house with him. 
Her housework waits until she is through putting 
jn her hours at the hospital—but she has the work all 
done when her husband comes home at night. 
She has been told often how much good she is doing 
by helping to relieve the nurse shortage in the local hos­ 
pital. 
But she hasn t been told how much she is getting out 
of the experience. 
And it is more than she has ever 
gotten out of any club. 
To begin with. she has seen more of life in the years 
that she has been working as a nurse’s aid than she saw 
in the five years when she was nothing but a house­ 
keeper. 
She has something to think about besides her own 
problems and worries. 
Somehow most of the things 
she used to get upset about seem kind of pointless, now 
that she sees real trouble every day—and the way the 
really brave people meet it. 
She is more interesting to her husband than she used 
to be. He isn’t the only one who has something to talk 
about at night. She has spent part of the day out in the 
world—and she has something besides household talk 
and gossip to contribute to the conversation. 
And her husband has a new respect for her. too. In 
the morning, he is proud to walk to the bus with her, 
trim in her uniform that tells the world she is doing 
something real to help keep things going. 
He brags 
about her to his friends, about how faithful to her job 
she is, how nothing interferes with her putting in her 
time at the hospital. 
Maybe if women could see how much they would 
get out of working as nurse's aides more of them would 
offer their services. The good of it isn’t all one-sided. 
The women give—but they also get. 


PLAYGROUND HOODLUMS 
With Warren’s playgrounds never better equipped 
or more efficiently manned, it is a matter of sincere re­ 
gret that hoodlums have been causing considerable dam­ 
age to these public properties. 
But recently the fountain at Beaty playgrounds was 
broken and part of it carried away.

For the first time since 1899, the 
United Stites will issue special 
stamps for use in countries in­ 
vaded by the armed forces, ac­ 
cording to an announcement from 
the Treasury Department.

OLLYWOOD — I never real­ 
ized how completely Katina 
Paxinou’s Pilar dominates “For 
Whom the Bell Tolls” until I met 
Katina Paxinou in person. 
I had expected, after seeing this J 
Oscar-certain characterization, to 
meet a towering Amazon, a giant­ 
ess, a strong figure of a woman 
whose shadow* would darken the 
earth. That shows what an ac­ 
tress can do in creating and sus­ 
taining an illusion -— for Katina, 
who wore flat espadrilles as Pilar, 
is no more than average height 
in person, even wearing heels. 
Madame Paxinou, the ’ Greek 
who played the screen’* outstand­ 
ing Spanish character, is still a 
towering personality, intense, dy­ 
namic, with the vitality you’d ex­ 
pect after seeing her Pilar. Her 
dark eyes flash as she talks, and 
she talks with heat and fire. Per­ 
haps she can relax at times, but 
when she talked of Greece and 
the Fascists who enslaved it, she 
was like a burning torch. 
She talked much of that. “Poli­ 
tics.” she said, her hands leaping 
in incessant gestures. "Politics! 
My husband asked me not to talk 
of that, but I cannot help it. It is 
in me—you will forgive? Eh? 
• • • 
I 
F I were a Nazi or a Fascist in 
Greece today, I s h o u l d not 
sleep again. I should not sleep for 
dread of the day when all the 
Katinas of a ravaged Greece take 
their vengeance. No family in 
Greece, she said, has escaped the 
Nazi horror. 
She spoke of horror piled upon 
horror—“I should not say these 
things, because they will not be 
believed. My husband and I, in 


other days we played sometimes 
in the theaters of Germany, and 
some of those people were our 
friends. Friends! Now the Ger­ 
mans are like creatures from an­ 
other planet—no longer human 
beings. Ask the Greeks about the 
poor, misguided German people! 
^sk the Greeks!” 
In pre-war Greece Katina Pax- 
inou and her husband, Alexis 
Minotis, were the Lunt and Fon­ 
ta n a of the Royal Greek theater, 
acclaimed not only at home but 
over the continent and in Lon­ 
don. In late 1939, she rejected a 
Nazi offer for a play in Germany, 
went to England instead, and 
there p e r f o r m e d through ll 
months of the blitz. En route to 
America to aid the Greek war re­ 
lief drive, she was on a ship that 
was torpedoed, and lost all her 
possessions not already destroyed 
in the bombing of her London 
hotel. Rescued by a British de­ 
stroyer, she returned to England 
and more blitz, finally came to 
America by Clipper. 
• • • 
I 
N Greece, meanwhile, her hus­ 
band three times had escaped 
from the Nazis, refusing to “col­ 
laborate." Her daughter, Iliana. 
her mother, two brothers and 
four sisters are still in Greece, 
their fate u n k n o w n . Minotis, 
finally reaching this country, is 
writing—about Greece. He has a 
story “Song 
of the Thieves,” 
which is being considered for 
filming. 
“We hope it will be a picture, 
said Katina Paxinou. “There have 
been films of Norway, Holland, 
France, other conquered coun­ 
tries, but 
so 
far none about 
Greece, which really fought tooth 
and nail against the invader*.

FONG before publication. John P. Marquand s new novel), "So 
Little Time,” was already 
arousing a lot of excitement in the literary 
world. 
John Marquand, who is best known 
for his satiric portraits of 
New Englander* ("The Late George Ap- 
ley” and "H. M. Pulliam, Esquire” ) in his 
present nos el turns his not too gentle pen 
upon the New York literary, theatrical 
and social world. 
Two characters in 
So Little Time”— 
the foreign correspondent who knows all 
the answers and the wealthy playboy pub­ 
lisher—are so caustically drawn that lit­ 
erary circles have been speculating on whom 
Marquand may have had in mind. The 
author himself simply and quite definitely 
denies that his fictional characters have 
any living counterparts. 
"So Little Time” is the story of Jeffrey 
Wilson, a boy from a small New England town, who was an aviator 
in World War I, then, tor a brief period, a newspaperman. His ambition 
was to write plays, but he soon discovered thar that was too hazardous 
a profession to make it possible to meet the bills of his socialite wife 
and children. So he became a "play doctor”— that is, he fixed up the 
plays and motion picture scripts that other people wrote. 
W e first meet Jeffrey VC ikon at the height of his success—and the 
time is just ten months before Pearl Harbor. Jeffrey is one of the few 
among the 
people be knows who is aware of the shadow of war that 
overhangs America; he is obsessed with the thought that there is "so 
little time” left to do the things one wants to do. 
Among the unforgettable scenes in "So Little Time” arc: a week 
end houscparty in Connecticut where the host* collect celebrities with 
the same avidity they Have collected an­ 
tiques for their remodeled and stream­ 
lined farmhouse; a literary cocktail party 
given by a publisher for a woman author; 
a conference among the big Hollywood 
producers and script wrritcrs, wherein is 
concocted, according to Hollywood stand­ 
ards, a picture about a beautiful Norwe­ 
gian girl who escapes from the Nazis.

Date of tile ship’s launching was 
received in a letter to Congressman 
Ixoon H. Gavin from Admiral E. S.

The name “Patrick C. Boyle” has
